All 
American* today are descendants of various E uropean 
peoples. 
It I" probably this blending of blood an d 
principles th at has established the great doctrine of 
•equal rights to all.** 
A* the time of the Revolution, new citizens were 
welcomed with <»i>en arms. 
Every inducement was 
offered to those contemplating .settling in the new 
country. Vast limitless tracts beckoned him westward 
During the 19th century, with the exception of the 
yellow race, practically all who wished to come were 
permitted to immigrate to America. 
At the turn of the century, the quota system was 
applied and from certain countries restricted 
Tile first World War came and America received

Thousands of these foreigners had not be­ 
came citizens and were called home to serve their 
r* pert ive government ' 
Later, when America entered 
the war it was learned that a large number were 
"paper citizens” only. They could neither read nor

Certain nationalities lived in colonies where their 
own language wa* exclusively spoken: where only 
newspapers in their own language circulated. Having 
no concept ion of American ideals, they produced 
Irresponsible and hair-brained agitators. 
However, many immigrants came who understood 
what the United S*ates was. These men had come 
to America for the things they had been denied In 
th e Old Country, many becam e heroes and sacrificed 
their lives for Old C lon’. Others became famous as 
teachers, doctors, scientists. They were **Americans" 
ideals and morals.

They went on. nevertheless, 
invited 22 Eurofwan governments to 
a conference at Paris. Sixteen of 
the governnnmts Accepted and the 
conference is now In session. Eight 
governments, with Russia, are not 
present—the eight th at are closest 
to Russia's border and are in vary­ 
ing degrees of willingness and du­ 
ress subject to Russian domination. 
Their absence, and the reasons for 
it. tell the story. Iii .the case of 
two. the reasons c a m e out. 
t ase of Cola ml 
In tile case of Poland, an official 
statem ent of the Polish Embassy 
in Washington. July 2. said

An answer th 
receives much credence in Wash­ 
ington is th at Russia could not 
af lord to have Uh* M arshall plan 
succeed, could rug afford to have 
the world six* coo|>erailon between 
America and W estern Europe, it 
would lessen 
her lu>ld on Com­ 
m unists in every country. Esiiecially 
she could not let the M arshall plan 
succeed in helping the countries un­ 
der her domination. Success would 
show them the way of escape from 
their subservience
